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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC§n2 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The speciGcation shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

3. The term "small lot" in claims 1, 4, 5, and 8-23 is a relative term which renders the claim 
indefinite. The term "small lot" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a 
standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be 
reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. In the specification the Applicant states that a 
"small lot" size substrate carrier refers to a substrate carrier that is adapted to hold significantly 
fewer substrates than a conventional "large lot'" size substrate carrier which typically holds 13 or 
25 substrates. The Office asserts that one of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably 
apprised of the scope of the invention based on this definition. 

4. The term "high or low priority" in claims 1 , 4, 5, 8, 9, and 17-20 is a relative term which 
renders the claim indefinite. The term "high or low priority" is not defined by the claim, the 
specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of 
ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. The 
specification gives many possible ways to define "high or low priority", but even those 
definitions are ambiguous since they use the term "may". For instance the Applicant states, 
"New products characteristically provide high gross margins. Substrates for devices used in such 
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products may be given a high priority." The Office asserts that one of ordinary skill in the art 
would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention based on this definition.
